ATTORNEY L. P. BOYLES’ OPINION. 


Women will be allowed to vote—to a certain 
extent—at the November election. The Elec- 
tion Commissioners held a meeting yesterday 
and decided that women had the right to vote 
for Trustees of the State University. Ten 
days ago Catherine McCullough, representing 
the Lilinois Equal Suffrage Association, peti- 
tioned the board to instruct judges and clerks 
of election- to accept baliots for university 
trustees from women. Lawrence P. Boyle, 
attorney for the board, was asked for an 
opinion on the petition. Yesterday he sent in 
an opinion to the effect that the law conferred 
the right to vote for university trustees on 
women. The board accepted the opinion and

Does Not Affect the Present Case. 


The Supreme Court of this State, in deciding 
the Ahrens case, refrained: from expressing an 
opinion as to the validity of that part of the law 
now under consideration which confers upon 
women the right to vote for school officers other 
than County Superintendent of Schools, and in 
this connection made use of the following lan- 


guage: 

“ It may be that it is competent for the Legis- 
lature to provide that women who are citizens of 
the United States, and over 21 years of age, may

| officers who are not mentioned in the Con- 
stitution, but that question is not before us for 
decision, and we therefore express ‘no opinion in 
regard to it.” 
' The question before our honorable body there- 
fore is this: Does that portion of the recently en- 
acted law not passed upon by the Supreme Court 
confer upon women thé right to vote for special 
officers, such as Trustees of the State University? 
The office of Trustee of the State University be- 
ing an office created by statute it is, in my opin- 
ion, within the power of the Legislature-to define 
the qualifications of electors who may vote for 
candidates for such olfice.

UNDER MILLET’S DIRECTION. - 


The Ferdinand and Isabella, Which Colum- 


bus Carried on His Voyages, and ‘the 
Royal Arms of Spain, Which He Planted 
on San Salvador—Kach to Weigh 300 
Pounds and to Be Over Sixty Feet Long 
and Fifteen Feet Wide—Colors and In- 
‘signia on Each, 

The two largest banners ever made in the 
United States are now being cut out and 
sewed by George B. Carpenter & Co. of Uhi- 
cago. They are for the Decoration Depart- 


ment of the World’s Columbian Exposition, 


and are being made under the direction of F. 
D, Millet, Chief of the department. These 
enormous banners are 604¢ feet in length over 
all, 15 feet wide, and weigh 300 pounds each. 
The Ferdinand and Isabella banner, one of 


- those now being made, is acépy of the one 


which Columbus always zarried with him‘on 
his voyages of discovery. It is fifty-two feet 
long and fifteen feet wide at the staff, taper- 
ing finally to a point. The tassel on this point 
makes the total length sixty and one-half féet. 
Tne banner is of white, with a heavy red 
fringe. A cross of green with a crimson’ bor- 
der stands out clearly against the white back- 
ground. Underneath each of the arms of the 
cross and on either side of the main shaft are 
“F” and “ Y,” wrought in yellow and gur- 
mounted each by a yellow crown. The “F ” 
stands for Ferdinand and the “ Y ” for ** Ysa- 
bel,”” Spanish for Isabella. There are seven 
red cords and tassels on each banner. The 
smailest tassel weighs thirty-five and ‘the 
largest seventy-five pounds, The fringe around 
each barner is a foot wkle, and weighs be- 
tween 90 and 100 pounds.

Another question enters into the present case, 
Mr. Boyle holds that the office of Trustee of 
the university, being created by the Legisla- 
ture, and not by the Constitution, is subject 
tothe will of the Legislature, as tar as quali- 
fications of its electors is provided.

His opinion follows: 

Gentlemen: In the matter of the petition of 
Catherine Waugh McCuilough, requesting you, 
on behalf of the Lllinois Equal Suffrage Associa- 
tion, to specially instruct the jadges and clerks of 
election concerning the November election to 
allow women possessing the necessary qualifica- 
tions to register and vote for the three Trustees 
of the State University, which you referred to me 
for my opinion thereon, I bave to say:

“Withont regarding the law,” he said, 
** such a radical change at this late day would 
congest the office. We will sent out the reg- 
istry books Monday morning. They are not 
provided for the registration of women, 
neither are the. clerks instructed to receive 
their names. I don’t see how we can arrange 
the necessary details. The State law allows 
us to register only legal voters. Have we a 
right to accept the names of women? Then 
an additional set of ballot-boxes will be re- 
quired. Commissioner English moved to 
concurin the opinion of the attorney, and 
after some discussion the motion was 
unanimously carried withthe provision that 
instructions to judges and clerks be formu- 
lated at once to meet the new conditions, 

Instructions to Judges. 

These instructions were drawn up as fol- 
lows: 

Judges and clerks of election are instructed 
that any woman of the age of 21 years and up- 
wards who has the qualifications required of 
male voters is entitled to be registered. In all 
suth instances where a woman is registered you 
are instructed to write’ in the column headed 
“remarks” on the register the word ** woman.”’ 
This must be done on all registers. 

Women so registered are entitled. to vote for 
three Trustees of the University of Llinois. 
Separate ballot-boxes will be furnished you for 
their use on election day. 

The Woman’s Suffrage Association of Cook 
County held a special meeting at the Sherman 
House to take under consideration the ques- 
tion of registermg at the forthcoming elec- 
tion. One of the members waited upon the 
Election Commissioners. The women intend 
to register. They will also urge ali women to 
show their interest 1n educational matters by 
casting their ballots at the coming contest. A 
letter containing their views on the subject 
will be forwarded to every woman in the city 
who is likely to take advantage of the fran- 
chise granted after so much opposition. The 
letter follows: 

To the Women of Chicago: The attorney of the 
Board of Election Commissioners of Chicago has 
decided that women have a right to vote for 
Trustees of the State University, three of whom 
are to be elected at the general election Nov. 8 
next. The Board of Election Commissioners have 
voted unanimotsly to instruct the élection judges 
to register women. No person can vote in Chi- 
cago who is not registered, and there are only 
two days for registration—Tuesday, Oct. 18, and 
Tuesday, Oct. 25. 

Trustees of the State University is the only of- 
fice for which the women of Chicago can vote. 
This is an opportunity for women who think they 
ought to exercise the elective franchise to assert 
their interest in an emphatic way. A woman who 
does not exercise a small measure of suffrage can- 
not complain if she is not given more. Ascertain 
immediately the place for registration in your re- 
spective precincts and notify your neighbors, Let 
every one who is entitled to vote register and 
vote.

Formation of the Column. 


The following general order which has ref- 
erence to the formation of the column was 
read:

WHY HE TURNED DEMOCRAT, 


Wayne MacVeagh Airs His Reasons at Phil- 
adelphia—His Bitter Attack. 

PariaperirarA, Pa., Oct. 15.—One of the 
largest political meetings of the campaign 
was held in the Academy of Mupic tonight 
under the auspices of the Young Men’s Dem- 
ocratic Association of this city, which had in- 
vited Wayne MacVeagh, Attorney-General 
under President Garfield’s administration, to 
address the public in reply to Senator Sher- 
man’s recent speech and to explain his reasons 
for abandoning the Republican party. In 
consequence of Mr. MacVeagh’s recent let- 
ter, announcing that he wvuld vote for 
Grover Cleveland, the great auditorium was 
filed and many were turned away. The audi- 
ence was decidedly Vemocratic in its sym- 
pathies and received the speaker with great 
enthusiasm... By way of beginning, Mr. Mac- 
Veagh referred to the fact that he attained his 
majority the day the Republican party was 
born, and that he had never voted fora Demo- 
crat and that four years ago he 
voted for Harrison. Until now he 
had not felt at liberty to vote for 


}any but Republican candidates. In 1876 he 


believed that Mr. Tilden was entitled to the 
Electoral vote of Louisiana. But President 
Grant, Secretary Chandler, Secretary 
Cameron, Gen. Sheridan, in com- 
mand of troops in the State, and Secre- 
tary Robeson, with his gunboats in its waters, 
were all deeply interested in that election. 
United States Marshal Packard was seeking 
the Governorship. with a host of deputies at 
his cominand, and yet when the polls closed 
Mr. Tilden had 7,000 more votes than Mr. 
Hayes. .He had watched with pain the steady 


. growth of the corrupt useof money in politics. 


He had hoped the Republican party would 
turn itself against Congressional bounties and 
diminish that awfui-.traffic in votes. His 
hopes had been Sermeorated, and he was con- 
vinced that unless Republican party was 
checked it would make the poor poorer and 
the rich richer, more corrupt and selfish and 
less patriotic. Hedid notsee how any man 
in his senses thought it wise to inflict 
upon the poor the awful burdens of the 
McKinley law, or to debauch voters by offer- 
ing them pensions, or to impoverish the tax- 
payer to buy vast masses of silver for which 
there was no use; or to insult a small, weak 
sister republic like Chile by sending such a 
diplomat as Patrick Egan; or to threaten it 
with war without waiting to translate its apol- 
ogy for the wrong done. Referring to Senator 
Sherman’s speech on the McKinley law he said 
no one knew better than Senator Sherman 
that cordage trust was an illegal 
monopoly, plundering the people in 
utter contempt of law. Less’ than 
12 per cent of the laborers of Pennsyl- 
vania could secure employment in the pro- 
tected industries while the other 88 per cent 
to pay bounty on almost everything they 
ate and wore. The rich paid substantially 
nothing, but on the contrary, realized im- 
mense profits vut of the prevailmg system of 
taxation. The prices of the necessities of life 
were frightfully increased to tnose who could 
rchase only in small quantities. 
The depreciation in the value of farins in this 
country since 1870 was greater in the speak- 
er’s judgment than the cost of any manufac- 
tory in it. The farmer had to sell his wheat 
for the price fixed in Liverpool and less than 
it cost him. The farmer was forced to pay 
big bounty to the cordas-:e trust for twine owing 
to the McKinley bill. The laboring men were 
obliged to pay artifical prices for sugar on _ac- 
count of the sugar trust kept alive by the Mc- 
Kinley law. And what wastrue of the Mc- 
Kinley law and the great group of gigantic 
monopolies which were nourished by it was 
true of reckless pension legislation.. The 
wickedness of such legislation was more ap- 
parent when it was known that every dollar 
voted to pensions involved a distinct dimuni- 
tion of the wages of labor.

CENTENNIAL OF THE WHITE HOUSE. 


Its Corner Stone Laid Oct. 13, 1792~—Some- 
thing of Its Early History. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 15.—[Special. ]— 
Centennials of days less ancient have been 
dwarfed recently by the 400th anniversary of 
tlie discovery of America by Columbus, and 
this can be assigned as a reason why no no- 
tice was taken here of the 100th anniversary 
of the laying of the corner stone of the Presi- 
dent’s house, which took place Uct. 13, 1792. 
On the previous 14th of March the commis- 
sioners had advertised for plans for a Presi- 
dent’s house, and July 16 they held a meeting 
in Georgetown and examined the plans that 
had been submitted. They accepted the plan 
of James Hoban, a Dublin architect, who had 
made designs for the President’s house, 
framed, it is said, after the model of the man- 
sion of Duke of Leinster at Dub- 
lin, Ireland. Stone for the new structure was 
in part quarried at Aquia Creek, and brought 
to a new wharf built for the purpose, near the 
foot of Seventeenth street. David Burns re- 
fused to allow the wagons to pass over his 
ang eA in carrying the stone to the site of 
the White House, but despite Burns the stone 
was carted through his place, and the White 
House rose. No memorial of the ceremonial 
of laying thecorner-stone has been discovered. 
It is certain that the Virginia Freemasons, 
who had in 1791 laid one _corner-stone of the 
District of Colum bia, and who in 1793 assist- 
ed in laying the corner-atone of the Capitol, 
did not participate in. lay 
ner-stone of the White 
was probably laid by Maryland Masons. 
The buiiding began to rise, however, and in 
eight years was ready for occupancy. The 
donations of Maryland, $72,000, ana of Vir- 
pane. $120,000, assisted to pay "for it, and in 
April, 1800, four months after Washington’s 
death, Congress appropriated $15,009 to pay 
for its furniture. Thenceforward it became 
the chief mansion of the Nation. From the 
time when Mrs. John Adams hung the 
family wash in the East Room to dry to the 
sad event now impending at the White House 
it has been a home'set upon a hill to be seen 
by all. It has had the fortune of the humblest 
home in the land—marriages, births, and 
deaths. Its joys and sorrows have a wide 
echo, and now sympathy flows toward it from 
every portion of the land,

The sit- 
uation is a most smgular one. An aged Prime 
Minister, meriting all the glory his country 
can give him, is in opposition not to the gov- 


right on his side, While the Emperor, who 
has his own life to lead and his own views to 
stand by, has perhaps as much right on his 
side. The Minister is too powerful to be al- 
lowed to speak his mind freely, and too great 
to be forcibly silenced. 

It may not be amiss to review briefly the 
events that have led up to the present peculiar 
situation. On the last day of Deceinber, 1888, 
Prince Bismarck, then Chancellor of the Ger- 
man Empire, Foreign Minister, and President 
of the Prussian Ministry, received a letter 
from Emperor William II. The young mron- 
arch, deplormg thé death of his father and 
grandfather, congratulated himéelf an still 
having by him the Iron Prince. “ From the 
bottom of his heart ’’ he desired the Chancel- 
lor’s health and happiness, and he “‘ prayed 
heaven that he might long be permutted to 


of the Fatherland,”’ 
Through the year 1889 it became evident 


difficult task before them. Both were strong- 
willed, the Emperor quite as strong-willed as 
the Chancellor. One was 70 years of age, full 
of experience and with nearly half a century 
of history behind him, which he had practi- 
cally made; the other was scarcely 30 and 
+ with nothing behind him to show what quali- 
ties he had. One had the experience and abil- 
ity to form policies of government and the 
other had the authority to enforce them. Two 
such men could not work together if they be- 
lieved in opposite policies. 
Resignation of the Iron Chancellor. 

As the year passed the Emperor showed his 
determination to take active part in the cor- 
duct of affairs. He dealt directly with social- 
istic questions, showed a desire to examine in- 
to the labor troubles, and favored a policy 
otherwise at variance with that of his Chan- 
cellor. " Furthermore, he disapproved of Bis- 
marck’s persecution of Dr, Geffckeu, and 
strongly objected when he heard of the Chan- 
cellor’s plan to win over the Ultramontanes 
with the restoration of the Duke of Cumber- 
land and the Guelph fund. Similar incidents, 
that came to hght from time to time during 
the year, showed a determination on the part 
of the Emperor to treat his Chancellor more 
as the President of. his Council of Ministers 
than asa Prime Minister. He even issued or- 
ders and received reports directiy to and from 
ministers in charge of the different depart- 
ments, without consulting his Chancellor; 
all of which in Bismarck’s opinion 
should have passed through his hands 
first. Such methods were tantamount to say- 
ing that a Prime Minister was unnecessary, 
Bismarck reigned his three offices, and reti 
to Friedrichsrtthe, his country seat. 

That the resignation was not distasteful to 
his master is evident from-his acceptance of 
it within two days; and thus, fifteen months 
— the date at which the Emperor’s letter of 

atulation was dispatched to Bismarck, 
the atter’s resignation was accepted, even 
cou 


A fiela- marshaiship was offered to the 
Prince, which he accepted, and a continuance 
of the emoluments of his offices, and the title 
of Duke of Lauenburg, both of which he re- 
fubed.- In the same month, March, 1890, the

Meantime the 
Emperor referred to these attacks in his 
speeches and tliredfened the source from 
which they came if they were continued. Bis- 
marck on his side must_ have been notified by 
the Court at Berlin that his attacks did not 
please the high authority these, for he threw 
out inferences that he was not to be bridled 
simply because he.was out of power. He 
said, for exa:nple, to a deputation of Berliners, 
who came to him at Friedrichsrahe on the 22d 
of June, 1890, that he feit like a man who had 
left the stage and gone into the pit; but that, 
nevertheless, a pit.ticket entitled him te the 
privilege of applauding or hissing 
sired, so liongashe drd not whistle shrilly. 
He said that he was out of office, but could 
not be deprived of his intellect, and would 
not submit to dictation. 

Evidence of the Emperor’s Displeasure. 

Matters grew worse as time went on, and in 
the winter of 1890 the Emperor seemed to go 
out of his way to show his disfavor of the .ex- 
Chancellor. Moltke was showered with 
honors at the latter’s = nse, and the play of

tunity for the Em pin to show his dis- 
pleasure. Herr Wildenbruch wrote the play 
wherein ‘the Great Elector, 
memory, is represented as discharging his 
sometime valuable minister who had turned 
against him.

Bismarck’s reputed interviews became 
more caustic and unguarded, and in one of 
them he called the Emperor “ Det Junge 
Mann.”’, This created considerable com- 
motion among the journals, and the retired 
Chancellor. probably received another intima- 
tion from the court that he had committed an 
error. But it is a difficult matter to terrorize 
one who never knew what it was to feel fear. 

In April, 1891, Bismarck was persuaded to 
run as a candidate of the National-Liberal 
——, fur the Reichstag from the constituency 
of Geestemtinde. He failed to secure a inajor- 
ity on the first ballot, but on the second he re- 
ceived 10,500 votes.to 5,590 for his opponent. 
He did not enter the Reichstag last year, on 
the ground that his health would not admit of 
it, but he. said that he should do so in the 
coming session. 

Finally, notice appeared in the journals'that 
the marriage of Count Herbert Bismarck in 
Vienna in June would be attended by the ex- 
Chancellor. Before the bridal party started 
official notice had been sent to the German 
Ambassador at Vienna not to attend the wed- 
ding or take official cognizance of the pres- 
ence of Bismarck in the city. A similar re-

LITTLE ROOM LEFT IN THE ABBEY. 


Still the Small Fry Seek Places in It— 
Young Lawson’s Defeat. 
(SPECIAL CABLE.) 

Lowxpox, Oct. 15.—[Copyright, 1892, by 
James Gordon Bennett.|—In the very week 
during which Tennyson has been laid at rest 
in Westminster Abbey tne Dean has been 
compelled to refuse assent to another inter- 
iment there. Application has been made by the 
friends of Woolner, the sculptor and poet. The 
Dean explained there is scarcely any room 
Jeft in the building for interments and that he 
feared injury to the foundations by cutting 
‘into the concrete which underlies the main 
fabric. I understand that Woolner’s friends 
do not look upon this as a satisfactory excuse 
and feel aggrieved in consequence. Not long 
ago & similar application was made by the 
survivors of a gentleman whose only 
claim to be buried among the immor- 
tals. was that he wrote two or three 
songs that were popular some years 
ago. - In fact, scarcely a month passes when 
great pressure is not brought to bear upon the 
Dean to compel him to make room for some 
deceased person whose name is little likely to 
be remembered even a dozen years hence. 

__ The condition of the abbey and the propri- 
ety of aking additions for the purpose of re- 
ceiving the illustrious dead were thoroughly 
inquired into in 1890 by a royal commussion, 
composed of a small number of members. A 
great many interesting facts were brought 
out, none of which seem as yet to have been 
brought to the knowledge of the public. On 
this commission there sat the Dean, the First 
Commissioner of Public Works, Sir Freder- 
ick Leighton, Sir Henry Lazard, Mr. 
Waterhouse, President of the Royal In 
stitution of British Architects, and myself. 
I may venture to say ‘we left no side 
of the subject untouched. Interments in the 
abbey were originally confined to royal person- 
ages, their retainers, or intimate friends. 
Even the Abbots were not buried within the 
walls of the abbey till the thirteenth century. 
The first person who was interred in the poets’ 
corner was Chaucer in 1400, but he was Clerk 
of Royal Works under Richard II. and space 
in Westminster Abbey was accorded him for 
that reason and not because he was a poet. 
From time to time the rules were relaxed, and 
especially after the Reformation, so that not 
only theabbey, but the cloisters and surround- 
— became almost choked with dead. 

fhen the Dean was giving evidence I asked 
him if he could tell us why a person named 
George Wellington Francis Balthaser Saint 
Antonio was buried in ~the cloistets. The 
Dean smiled andsaid he could produce no rea- 
son for this interment. It took place in 1817, 
when any body and every body could find a 
snug resting place in the abbey or its pre- 
cincts. No money was turned away 
from the doors. The present Clerk of 
Works told us that when the excavation 
was made to receive Browning’s body it was 
found that three other persons had been 
buried there previously, but- only dust re- 
mained. A vacant space was desirable by the 
side of Browning, and that has just been filled 
by Tennyson. Otherwise this part of the 
abbey is full, There are altogether about 
1,400 persons buried in the abbey itself, 1,818 
in the cloisters, a somewhat ghastly fact for 
the living to contemplate. 

The Dean told us that he once had a long 
letter from some one complaining that the 
abbey itself was absolutely unendurable from 
the smell of dead bodies, but no one else ever 
discovered it.

Berit, Oct. 15.—Publie attention here is 
chiefly directed to the military bill, which not 
a single journal, except the government or- 
gans, supports. The recent pretty general 
belief that a crisis was impending in the Prus- 
sian Cabinet arising from the divergence of 
views in regard to the bill has become 
greatly modified. Even the opposition 
now admit that there is little ground 
for any euch belief. At a meeting 
of the Prussian Cabinet no active opposition 
was offered to the measure. The ministry ac- 
cepted the bill on condition that the extra ex- 
penditure involved be borne by the empire 
and not by Prussia alone. The assurance of 
Chancellor von Caprivi on this point appeared 
to be satisfactory to them. Herr Miquel, 
Prussian Minister of Finance, from whom the 
strongest opposition to the measure was ex- 
pected, contented himself with explaining the 
financial results of the bill. 

The Radical journals sarcasticaliy comment 
upon what they term the submission of the 
ministry. The Vossische Zeitung says that 
the Cabinet did not have time to examine and 
discuss the bill and that Chancellor von 
Caprivi has now been revenged for the rebuff 
he received over the Primary Education bill. 
The Center party still maintains a show of 
opposition, but there is no lack of evidence 
that a large section of the party will support 
the bill if slight modifications are made. 

In regard to the Emperor’s attitude it is 
said on excellent authority that he was at first 
reluctant to waive his objections, chiefly on 
account of the great increase in the expendi- 
tures. The Chancellor, however, with much 
insistence, converted him to the opinion that 
the proposed changes were absolutely neces- 
sary on political grounds, 

Concessions to Parliament. 

The prospect of the bill passing the Reichs- 
tag has been improved bya report that the 
government has decided to concede to Par.- 
liament the right to fix annually the peace 
fvoting of the army. If the time of service is 
also reduced to two years it is not unlikely 
that the bill will be supperted by the Conserva- 
tives, Free Conservatives, National Liberals, 
and Centrists? which will suffice to insure a 
government majority. Next week the bill will 
be submitted to the Bundesrath, which is ex- 
pected to speedily adopt it, as all the German 
Governments are acquaited with and have 
approved of its contents. 

The Cologne Gazette, which is the best au- 
thority on the subject, has published certain 
details of the bill, from which it appears that 
the measure specially provides for an enor- 
mous increase in the artillery branch of the 
service, putting it greatly in excess of the 
French artillery, which, since the French mil- 
itary reorganization, has exceeded the Ger- 
man, : 

Although Emperor William spent the great- 
er part of his visit to Vienna.in shooting and 
sight-seeing he found time to have several 
lengthy private conversations with Emperor 
Francis Joseph. It is understood these 
interviews were chiefly devoted to the discus- 
sion of army reorganization. Emperor Will- 
iam, it is said, obtained Emperor Francis 
Joseph’s assurance that the lersons taught 
by the German experiment would 
not be ignored by Austria. The latter 
is really quite as much interested in the ques- 
tion as is Germany, seeing that a two years’ 
service largely prevails in the Austrian army 
on account of the last army bill, which in- 
creased the yearly conscription Pwithout pro- 
portionately augmenting the peace effective. 

Foiled by the Ex-Queen. 

It is reported that the meeting arranged to 
take place between Emperor William and 
the Duke of Cumberland at Schonbruna 
to discuss’ the question of the Bruns 
wick succession fell through owing to the 
ex-Queen of Hanover persuading the Duke of 
Cumberland not to go. The Duke is in a 
quandary. Queen Victoria advises him to re- 
lease his claim to the throne of Hanover, 
while his own mother strenuously opposes a 
renunciation, which would be against his 
father’s dying wishes. If the Duke follows 
Queen Victoria’s counsel it is thought proba- 
ble that his eldest son will be allowed to suc- 
ceed to the throne of Brunswick, though he 
himself would only be allowed the usufruct of 
his father’s immense wealth. — 

While Emperor William was in Vienna he 
had a conversation with the Hungariam Prime 
Minister, in the course of which he’ promised 
that the next time he visited Austria he would 
also make a visit to Buda Pesth. It is also 
deciared that he mentioned his intention to 
visit King Humbert during thecoming winter. 
During his stay at Schonbrunn Emperor Wiill- 
iam occupied the bedroom in which Napoleon 
the Great slept during the siege of Vienna. 

The Austrian military riders who took 
part in the long distance race have returned 
to Vienna, leaving about half their horses 
dead or disabled in Berlin. The German 
riders’ horses fared little better. The enthu- 
siasm of the general public over the race has 
quite vanished, and has been replaced by a 
sort of rfioral disgust. The German Society 
for the: Pfutection of Animals has decided 
to protest against the brutality of the 
ride, and to bring the question before 
the Reichstag. Inspector-General Rosen- 
berg, one of the highest authorities on 
cavairy training, has issued a paper 
on the race in which he attributes the success 
of the Austrians chiefly to the fact that they 
worked harder from the beginning than the 
Germans, who took a good rest the first night, 
while the Austrians reduced their rests to a 
minimum. Gen. Rosenberg considers that 
for stay and go the Austrian cavairy is the best 
in the world. 

Exports to America, 

A report giving the exports to Ameriza from 
the consular district of Berlin for the last 
three months shows that they have increased 
$2,628,550 compared with the corresponding 
period last year. The increase is mainly due 
to the Hamburg sugar exports, which amounted 
in value to $2,400,000, ana an _ increase 


| of $540,000 in the value of the knitted goods 


exported from Chemnitz. The exports from 
the latter place were especially large in view 
of the fact that prices were 25 per cent lower 
owing to the effects of the McKinley law and 
Cholera affected the 
trade of Annaberg, where orders amounting 
to hundreds of thousands of dollars were can- 
celed in September owing to the uncertain 
treatment that the delicate goods exported 
from that place would receive at quarantine 
in New York.

GREAT BRITAIN STORM-SWEPT, 


Shipping Wreqked, Railroads Submerged, 
and Crops Seriously Damaged. | 

Lowpon, Oct. 15,—The stozgn that set in 
over Northern England, Scotland, and Wales 
night befure last threatens to cause as much 
damage as some of the phenomena! gales and 
rains that passed over the country last au- 
tuma. The telegraph lines are down in every 
direction and-comiunication with some of the 
coast towfis is greatly interrupted, Tidings of 
disaster continue to be received and loss of life 
by shipwreck is beginning to be reported. 
The fishing yawl James and Robert was cap- 
sized yesterday in a heavy squall in the Firth 
of Forth, Scotland, into, which it was putting 
for shelter und@ér short canvas. One man was 
seen clinging to the bottem of the overturned 
boat, but 1t was impossible for a larger craft 
to reach him in time to save him. An attempt 
was made to rescue him, but almost before 
the intending rescuers could bear away for 
him a heavy sea swept over the yawl, and 
when it had passed the man had disappeared. 

Much damage has been caused by the floods 
in various parts of the country.. At Leeds the 
River Aire has got out of its banks and over- 
flowed the adjacent country. ln some places 
the railways leading into the town are sub- 
merged to the depth of a foot. Houses in the 
lower portions of Leeds and in Holbeck and 


been flooded, and in many cases their occu- 
pants have Jeft them, fearing that they might 
fail. Sosevere isthe gale thata number of 
craft at various places. along the coast have 
been broken from their moorings, though 
extra anchors were put out, and sunk after be- 
ing blown hither and thither about the har- 
bors, 

At Malton, a town in the North Riding of 
Yorkshire, oa the River Derwent, it has rained 
continuously for forty hours and the storm 
shows nosign of abatement. The Rye and 
Derwent Rivers have overflowed and the coun- 
try for miles about is inundated. The floods 
have naturally been most disastrous in the 
moorlands. Half the crops, stiil unharvested, 
are submerged and vast areas of pasture land 
are impassable except in boats. Much. alarm 
is felt at Doncaster at the rapid rise of the 
River Don and every precaution is being 
taken against an overflow. 

A most peculiar accident, caused by the 
flood, has occurred at Wakefield, on the River 
Calder, a few miles south of Leeds. The 
Crown Hotel stands close to the river and the 
rising water undermined the structure and 
filled the cellars. As it rose tne water dis- 
placed the gas-meter, causing a leakage that 
soon filled the house, An explosion wrecked 
the place. 

The water continues to pour in a ficod over 
the banks of the River Derwent and hundreds’ 
of cattle and sheep that feed on the moors are 
in great danger of being drowned. Lar 
parties of men and boys are out driving live 
stock to higher ground, 

At Durham, whichis nearly surrounded by 
the River Wear, the water is very Ligh. The 
railway bridge has been swept away by the 
torrent, causing a heavy loss, and further 
damage is apprehended. When __—_—itthe 
bridge fell a freight train was just 
going on it, and the engine and 
loaded vans went to the bottom of the river. 
The train hands had sufficient warning of the 
impending disaster to make their escape un- 
injured. 

The storm is also making itself felt in the 
channel. The Deux Gamins,a French lug- 
ger, has been blown ashore on the Island of 
Guernsey, where it broke up. All the crew 
were drowned.

The recent visit of the Kaiser to Vienna has 
given rise to various remarks. It @ppears 
that Austria is trymgto get on good terms 
with Russia, that she desired to settle the © 
Balkan question directly and without the in- 
tervention of the other powers. It is also said 
that Austria acted upon the instigation of 
Germany, which found it was impossible to 
arrive at any result with Russia. The cause 
was the personal antipathy of the two Emper- 
ors, which prevented the devising of a 
way to detach Russia from France. 
On the other hand Italy can- 
not keep up her armanent and 
Germany is seeking for another basis for al- 
liance. She is desirous of reorganizing the 
triple alliance, with Russia as the substitute 
for Italy. Up to the present all her efforts have 
been checkmated by the unalterable will of 
the Czar, who has said: ‘“*! promised an al- 
liance with France, and I will net abandon it 
for any other policy.” 

The English may soon expect to encounter 
French diplomacy in Egypt. I believe that a 
promise has been obtained to fix a date for 
the evacuation of the country. The occupa- 
tion of Egypt may last two years more. 

A variety of questions are disturbing the po- 
litical world. It is believed that the tension 
will last until the spring. All the powers are 
taking astand upon these pondmg matters. 

The Freuch custom house publishes a report 
upon commerce for the year 1891, The total 
amounts to 10,669,000.000 franca—5,938,000,000 
francs of imports and 4,731,000,000 francs of 
exports.

Near Falcon a 
Rock Island track-wailker was frozen to death, 
while a short distance from Mattison 300 
sheep were found dead, and their herder was 
discovered near by frozen to death. Engineer

Limon. At Rosolsis, also, Eastern Colorado, 
an unknown laborer was found dead from 
exposure. In the City of Colorado Springs, 
Charles Beattie, aged 38, a granite cutter, 
died today from the effects of the storm. 
Near Boulder, in Northern Colorado, J. V. 
Wolfe, a miner, was found frozen to death 
this mornmg. it 1s expected that further 
losses of life will be reported when the com- 
‘municahon is restored. 

Dauxas, Tex., Oct. 15.—The drought which 
has been general in North anti Northwest 
Texas for nine or ten weeks has been broken 
by a general and copious rain. Stock water 
had given out in many places and grain plant- 
ing was greatly retarded by the drought, in 
consequence of which ali the top cotton crop 
was shedded. 

Denison, Tex., Oct. 15.—This city was vis- 
ited last night by a severe electrical storm. 
I'he Missouri, Kansas and Texas ice-house was 
badly wrecked by lightning. The dwelling of 
Mr. Cordes, north of the city, was completely 
demolished by a bolt. A boat on “Red River 
was struck and sunk. The occupants, a man 
and a boy, escaped. This was the first rain 
that has fallen here since August.

EXTENSION OF THE WEST SIDE CABLE. 


Delay in the Van Buren Street Tunnel— 
Promised Completion by April Next. 

The public has been so interested for several 
months past in the flactuations of the stock of 
the West Chicago Street and Cabie railroad com- 
pany that little attention has been given to the 
vast extensions of the lines represented by the 
stock. These improvements, some of them com- 
pleted and others now in progress, are on a scale 
commensurate with the growth of the West Di- 
vision in population, and some facts and figures 
respecting them have been obtained from engi- 
neers and others in charge of the work. Provis- 
ion for these improvements has heretofore been 
made by the issue of $2,000,000 -of 6 per cent de- 
beature bonds, $1,500,000 of tunnel bonds, and 
other means, 

It is evidently the pur of the management 
to have the road in such ec mdition next spring 
that it can accommodate the immense traffic that 
will come to it during. the Wor!ld’s Fair period. 
The State street loop will, it is expected, be in 
operation the latter part of this year or very early 
next year, and the West Division road will then 
have two down-town loops, as possession will still 
be held of the loop running through La Salle 
street. It will be remembered too that a cable 
loop has been constructed through Van Buren, 
Dearborn, and Adams streets back to the mouth 
of the tunnel, which will be ready fér operation 
when the tunnel is completed. 

The most important cable construction now in 
progress is that on Halsted street and Blue Island 
avenue, consisting ofa single track about ten 
miles long. Thais has been built since June 25, 
1891, and is said to be a very fine piece of work, 
the engineering being in charge of Wright & 
Mysenburg. This work is now practically com- 
pleted and awaits only the opening of the 
new tunnel. The cost of this. line is ap- 

roximately $45.000 per mile. The tunnel 

1as proved one of the most trying pieces of work 
ever undertaken by its projectors. It is 1,500 feet 
long and extends under the South Branch.of the 
river from Franklin stgeet to Clinton. It was 
begun about three reaczo and would have been 
in running order op Nov. Lof this year but for 
litigation. which has caused delay almost from 
the first. Thetunnel is 30 feet wide and hasa 
rade of 1 in 10, Its greatest depression is 3s 
eet below datum. The excavationis all done 
under the river and the east end is practically 
completed. It is at the wast end where operations 
have been delayed by litigation, and it is not 
probable that this can be done before the Ist of 
next April. 

Two finely equipped power houses are now be- 
ing erected in connection with the new cable 
lines, one at Twelfth street and Blue Island ave- 
nue, 180x120x100 feet, to cost $500,000, and the 
other at Van Buren and Jefferson streets, 175x 

150x030 feet, to cost It will require two 
mets yet to complete the latter structure. 
These buildings are of pressed brick trimmed 
with Bedford stone and fireproof.. Tne TWelfth 
street and Blue Island structure will have two 
1,800 horse-power engines and machinery capable 
of operating four cables. The Yan Buren and 
Jefferson street building wifl have two 1,500 
horse-power éngines. There are eight steel boil- 
ers in each station. 

The construction of what is known as the cross- 
town lines is at an advanced stage, and it is pro- 
posed to have these lines in operation at the same 
time that the new cable is put to work and the 
tunnel is opened—that is, about tne first of next 
April. Most of these lines would have been in 
operation now except for the delay caused by 
negotiation with railroadsin regard to crossi 
their tracks and in some instances the backward- 
ness of city improvements, such as sewers and 
pavements. These lines are laid with heavy-steel 
rsils and oak ties, and the cost is said to be $15,000 

yer mile of a single track. Horses will be taken 
ows the Halsted and Blue Island lines for these 
cross-town roads, so it will not necessary to 
purchase any more animals, The present condi- 
tion of the work on these lines is as follows: 

The Western avenue line ranning from Milwau- 
kee avenue to Blue Island avenue is four and one- 
half miles double track and is all done excépt one- 
half mile between Chicago avenue and Division 
street, where there is a wait for a sewer through 
a limestone ledge. 

The Ashland avenue road was commenced in 
May and was completed in July, three miles 
double track from Biue Island avenue to Erie 
strect, making connections with the passenger 
road and a through line to Clybourn place. On 
Robey street work was begun in May and com- 
pleted in August. It is adouble track, except 
one-half mile on the north end and one-half on 
the south of Madison. It is four miles from 
North avenue to Blue Island avenue. The stretch 
from Fourteenth to Eighteenth street 1s not built, 
because it is over steam tracks, and a viaduct will 
have to be constructed. 

Dosing Milwaukee avenue extension from Armi- 
e to Logan square, one mile and a quarter, is 
aeubie track and was completed in June. The 

(Ree ome avenue extension is from Willard avenue 
to West Fortieth street, three-quarters of a mile, 
double track. It was finished in May. The ordt- 
nance calls for a line on West Fourteenth street 
from Canal to Robey, and it. is now complete 
from Canal to Linedin but is awaiting sewer 
construction for the balance of the way. Two 
miles of double track are down. 

On Eighteenth street from State to Halsted 
one and one-half miles double track were fin- 
ished in September. It connects with the Halsted 
street cable. Grand avenue bas a line from West- 
ern avenue to Fortieth street in course of con- 
struction. following the city in its improvements. 
The same is true of Lake from Fortieth to Forty- 
eighth. Both will. be completed early in Novem- 
ber. On Colorado avenue double tracks are laid 
to Fortieth street, one mile and a hall. 

These operations will add over. forty miles to 
the tracks of the West Division road,* making 
the total mileage of that road close to 190 miles, 
which is much the greatest length of track be- 
longing to any of the three systems of Chica ~ 
About 100 new grip-cars i be added to t 
equipment, aud enough trailers are under anaes 
tract to cover the requiremeats for the World’s 
Fair period. The population of the West Side 
increases so rapidly that additions must con- 
stantly be made to the facilities of the West 
Division road.— Economist. 


A Cincinnati Harness Firm Going to Wau- 
kegan. 

The removal from Cincinnati to South Wauke- 
gan of the Frank B, Barkley Manufacturing com- 
pany is said to be tne beginning of the transfer to 
this vicinity of an important industry. Cincin- 
nati is the great center of that trade. Harness of 
all grades is manufactured and the output goes 
to all the civilized parts of the earth. The re 
moval to South Waukegan places the company 
nearer the trade and nearer the raw material, asa 
large parcentage of the leather manufactured in 
Cincinnati is tanned in Wisconsin. The. factory 
building will be begun at once, and it is gnasetes 
to commence practical operations Jan. 

The concern will be a.model of its character, aio 
ticular attention being given to the decoration of 
its grounds which wiil be visible from the North- 
western railroad. ‘Employment for 100 men will 
be provided from the start, to be increased as 
beikeen justifies. The buildings will be of brick 
and iron. The main structure will the rail-

[REALESTATE MARKET 


| FAIR MOVEMENT IN DOWN-TOWN 


Plans for a New North Shore Harbor and 


Port—High Bulldings from an Engi- 
neer’s Stand point—Leases in the Whole- 
sale Portion of the City—Purchase of a 
Jackson Street Fee—Donahue & Henne- 
berry Buy the Fee ofa Portign of Their 
Building Site. 

As compared with the paiihed portion of the 
present season the course of last. week’s real 
estate market was full of promise. The spec- 
ulative features, which are necessary to what 


is popularly kuown as an active market, are | 


still wanting. From all appearances the spec- 
ulative side of the market will not be de- 
veloped for some time to come.. The buying 
of residences and of lots for immediate im- 
provement has really never been interfered 
with by unfavorable conditions. An examina- 
tion of the records at .any time during this 
year would show that the great mass of trans- 
fers have been of small investment properties 
and properties for actual use. It is a singular 
fact in this connection that notwithstanding the 
phenomenal! building activity of the last two 
years prospective buyers have no little diffi- 
culty in finding houses. The fact that the 
builders have favored the erection of flat 
buildings and apartment houses may account 
in part for the apparent scarcity of méedium- 
priced residences. The great influx of out- 
sidera, however, who propose to make their 
future homes in Chicago has not been correct- 
ly estimated. Itis evident, too, that a great 
many people who have been cherishing the 
theory that property will be cheaper after the 
Fair than at present are beginning to lose 
faith in this same theory. y may still 
contend that itis scarcely the time to buy 
outside property or acres, but they have made 
an exception as to “oe residence 
property. Instead of holding off until aft- 
er the Exposition they have decided that 
they will fare as wellnow as atany time in 
the future. 

It is in the line of investment purchases that 
last week was distinguished. fact that 
sales of down-town property have been rather 
few and far between is not due to any lack of 
prospective purchasers but rather to the lack 
of eligible offermmgs. Owners in many cases 
refuse outright to sell at any figure, for the 
reason that they do not believe they can 
replace their present holdings with others so 
satisfactory. In- other cases the valuations 
have been so high that the possibility of popu- 
lar incomes is precluded. It has been re- 
ceived as axiomatic that either owners’ valua- 
tions or buyers’ income ideas would have to 
be reduced before an active down-town.market 
can be reached. There has been no occasion 
for owners to establish a lower range of 
prices, but there are indications that invest- 
ments are to be made on a lower income rate 
than has heretofure prevailed. A down-town 
property paying 6 pér cent or better isa “‘ rara 
avis,’’ and brokers have given up the search 
for it. Five per cent fees are considered 
choice investments, and in all probability a 
rate anotch lower will rule at en early day. 
The statement made by the trustees of the 
university regarding their preference for in- 
vestments in down-town fees to securities 
contains the keynote to the situation. The 
popularity of real estate investments grows 
with the confidence in Chicago’s future, and 
there is no reason why down-town fees 
should not rank with government bonds 
at rates on almost the same plane. All the 
fee property sold jast week was taken on an 
income basis which a few years ago would 
have been considered ridiculously low. 

The Phenix Insurance company has not 
fully completed the sale of its building on 
Jackson street, but is already casting about 
for a new location. Real estate men are in- 
terested in the possibility of the insurance 
company coming into the market, and there is 
some speculation as to whether the company 
will again be a pioneer and erect a building 
somewhat outside of the office-building dis- 
trict. 

The ninety-nine-year-lease idea, which has 
grown into such popularity in § Chica- 
Zo during the last tifteen 
is just now being 
Milwaukee. The first long lease was made in 
that city two years ago and the system is 
operating in the same manner there as here ia 


building up the business district. There are |} 


but few cities in which this lease system has 
been in vogue long enough to judge of it 
froin the expiration standpoint. While nine- 
ty-nine year leases have done much to improve 
the down town district in Chicago, the city 
of Buffalo presenta an example of 
retarded growth due to the system. 
Buffalo shows great development and ad- 
vancement with the single exception of busi- 
ness buildings. Property on the business 
thoroughfares is owned by the old Holland 
land companies and is under long-term leases. 
These ieases will expire in the course of from 
five to ten years, and as a consequence neither 
the lessees nor lessors make any move toward 
the construction of new and -zsodern office 
buildings. Till these ninety-nine-year leases 
expire there will be no change in Buffalo busi- 
ness buildings to bring it up to eo rank of 
cities of similar size,

More men 
in New York get their living from’ pursuits pro- 
tected by the tariff than from any other source. 
I know New York is the center of our commerce, 
the great entrepot of our trade, but ali the men 
engaged in commercial affairs in and about New 
York are smaller in numbers than the men en- 
guged in manufactures. 

The same application was made with equal 
force to the West, particularly Ohio, Michigan, 
Indiana, and. Illinois, where the products of 
manufactures are now greater than the prou- 
ucts of agriculture. Mr. Blaine’s health is 
not yet robust enough to permit him to make 
along speech in the open air. He therefore 


contented himself with laying down a general 


principle which, it will arouse general interest:

THE DEDICATION CEREMONIES. 

The long-expected week of jubilation is at 
hand and during the next six days Chicago 
will give itself to the celebration of the dedi- 
cation ceremonies in a manner worthy of the 
dignity and grandeur of the event. Wuring 
the next two days the finishing touches will be 
put on. All the little disagreements and mis- 
understandings, which are natural in- 
cidents in such a colossal undertak- 
ing, have been settied. The orator 
of the day has been selected in place of Mr. 
Breckinridge. The expense of the Illinois 
National Guard has been provided for and our 
troops will be in line. There will be no more 
friction. During Monday and Tuesday Chi- 
cago will array itself in its handsomest dress 
and perfect its arrangements for making its 
guests comfortable and providing the nec- 
essary’ transportation. In a word, it 
will set its house in order to re- 
ceive the dignitaries of the Nation 
and the States, the foreign representatives, 
the militia of other States, and the thousands 
of people who will pour in here from all 
sides to take part in the ceremonies, whether 
as actors or spectators. 

The representatives of the National Gov- 
ernment will arrive Wednesday. It will 


probably be the first occasion in the record of 


national pageants when so many members of 
the Cabinet, Supreme Court, diplomatic 
corps, and Congress have turned out at one 
time. In the evening the citizens of Chicago 
will pay their respects to these distinguished 
guests at a banquet and ball to be tendered 
them at the Auditorium. It wiil be the 
beautiful prelude’ to the imperial 
theme tha next three days. 
‘Thureday the dedication program will 
really begin with the monster civic parade, 
which will occupy the business section of the 
South Side all day. It will be the commercial 
and industrial tribute of the city, and as the 
main thoroughfares and cross streets of that 
section through which the great procession 
will move will be a symphony of colors in 
many parts, the spectacle will be one to be 
long remembered. As incidents of the day 
in the evening the Fellowship club will enter- 
tain invited guests, and a reception and ball 
will be given to representatives of the army 
and navy and Marine Corps, the National 
Reserve, the National Guard, and Loyal 
Legion. 

Thursday the bulldings at Jackson Park 
will be formally dedicated. The escort pro- 
cession of infantry, cavalry; and artillery, 
moving south along Michigan avenue and the 
Grand boulevard to Washington Park, thence 
eastward to the Fair grounds, will be an im- 
pressive spectacle, the effect of which will be 
enhanced by the broad and stately thorough- 
fares which the escort will traverse. Oratory, 
poetry, and music will join .hanas in the great 
Liberal Arts Building, the largest structure 
under one roof in the world, fitly to dedicate 
the work now so rapidly approaching com- 
pletion. At night the heavens will be 
ablaze with fireworks in Washington, Lincoln, 
and Garfield Parks. There will also be in- 
augural ceremonies of the World’s Congress 
Autiliary at the Auditorium, upon which oc- 
easion eloquent Archbishop Ireland will de- 
liver an oration. On Saturday the beautiful 
groups of State buildings in Jackson Park 
will be dedicated and there will be military 
maneuvers in Washington Park. And with 
these the week’s pageant concludes,

comprehensive one and includes a mass of

Jackson Park—a. vast expanse, which 
barely two years ago was & monotonous 
stretch of sand dunes and swamps transformed 
into a lovely land and water scape—buildings 
whose architecture has been a delight to ex- 
perts—cdecorations which from the artistic 
point of view excel those of the exhibition at 
Paris, hitherto conceded to be the most artis- 
tic city in the world—and an ensemble which 
uever has been excelled in the histo- 
ry of expositions, whether considered 
from the standpoint of agreeableness 
to the cultivated taste or of adaptability to the 
purposes for which the buildings were con- 
structed. This week will be a civic holiday. 
Chicago will rest from its labors, put on its 
gayest attire, receive its guests, and render 
them an account of what it has accomplished 
since it first broke ground in that apparently 
monotonous and unpromising region. When 
this has been done it wili doff its gay clothes, 
put on its overalls, roll up its sleeves, and 
for six months more will follow up its work 
to triumphant: completion, and the end will 
crown the work. It will be ready at the ap 
pointed time to open the great gates of the 
World’s Columbian Exposition to all the 
world and to set the standard by which all 
future expositions will be measured. 
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REGISTER TUESDAY. 

In order to vote at the Presidential election 
this year Chicagoans must register. No man 
not registered can vote. No man can be rog- 
istered without making personal application 
at the polling-place of his precinct. 

The first day of registration is next Tues- 
day. The judges and clerks of election will 
sit as a board of registry on that day from 
8a.m.to9p.m. There will be ample oppor- 
tunity for every one to register between the 
hours named. It will not take two minutes. 
All one has to do is to go to the poll ing-place, 
give his name and address, and state whether 
he is a*native-born or naturalized citizen. 
The polling-places are not situated more than 
four or five blocks from the residerce of the 
yoters. It will be easy to find out where 
they are located. Notices will be served on 
most voters announcing the places of registra- 
tion. 

Those who fail to register this year will be 
listed under the amended law for jury service. 
From the list thus made jurors are to be se- 
lected before any are taken from the poll list. 
Failure to register then may entail much loss 
of time on business-men and professional 
men in the future, 

Besides it is the duty of every citizen to 
vote at so important an election as that’ of 
next month, And as no man can vote unless 
registered it is then the duty of the citizen to 
register next Tuesday. 

‘The place of registry will open at 8 o’clock 
Tuesday morning and will not close until 9 
o’clock in the evening, and not then as long as 
there are voters.in line waiting to be regis- 
tered, 

Remember that in this city and in Cicero no 
man can vote unless registered, and that reg- 
istration day is next Tuesday. Don’t fail to 
go to the polls that day at some time between 
8 o’clock a. m. and 9 o’clock p. m. and have 
your name placed on the voters’ list. 


CELEBRATION OF COLUMBUS’ DISCOVERY. 

It does not detract from the fame of 
Herschel as the discoverer of the planet 
Uranus that for along while he thought the 
stranger to be a comet. Nor is less credit due 
to Columbus because he diedin the belief 
that he had discovered the eastern portion of 
Asia. Neither should we any the less hanor 
his memory for the reason that he did not at 
any time set foot on land that has since been 
included in the United States. Having once 
established the fact. that vast tracts of land 
previously unknown existed on the western 
side of the Atlantic the rest was comparative- 
ly easy. He had shown howto make an egg 
stand on end. The settlement and develop- 
ment of our country were not accomplished 
without much enterprise, toil, suffering, 
and death. But all .these were endured by 
men and women who followed where the 
ocean pathfinder had led, or traveled by 
slightly different ways to other conclusions 
and destinations in the New World. 

The record of his discovery forms the first 
verse in a long and intensely interesting 
chapter of human progress, of triumph over 
obstacles that might well have appalied the 
stoutest heart, and victories that outrival 
those of former ages in other lands. It is all 
the more ‘interesting as by far the greater 
part of that chapter has been written within 
little more than the last quarter of the time 
since the discovery, and that which 
concerns ourselves inside the experience of 
many who ‘still survive. It is not yet 
sixty Years since the township organization 
of Chicago with an area of less than seven- 
eighths of a square mile and a population of 
some 350 souls. Four years more and the 
place took on the nominal dignity of a 
“city,”’ in 1837, only to be flung, metaphor- 
ically, into the mud by the national finan- 
cial panic of that year, as it was already 
there physically and topographically, ~ be- 
cause the site was little better than a swamp. 
Inu the tifty-five years that have succeeded 
the place has been lifted up a ‘story above 
the original level, and covered with evi- 
dences and results of commercial enterprise, 
followed by a manufacturing activity that is 
in itself a marvel. Starting as a little focus 
to which the produce of surrounding 
areas was brought in “prairie schoon- 
ers’’ for shipment eastward via the 
great chain of lakes, its people soon established 
a waterway connection with the Gulf of Mexi- 
co, have since opened up intimate rail and 
telegraphic connections with every other in- 
habited part of the continent, and established 


} avast commercial business that is arranged 


for by cable under the ocean. Its nearly a 
million and a half of people gather in from 
all parts of the West the produce of the farm 
for distribution to millions who would other- 
wise go hungry it this and other lands, and in 
return send out a mighty stream of merchan- 
dise to gladden the hearts and make comfort 
able the bodies of the farmers who supply the 
corpucopia with ite blessings. Nor is this dis- 
tributing limited to the few States that used 
to be described as the “‘ Nurthwest.” It in- 
cludes areas limited only by the Gulf of Mexi- 


co, the Pacific Ocean, and the icy fastnesses ) 


of the Far North. 

Chicago is the chief point of this double 
stream of commerce. It formed the original 
nucleus around which was accomplished the 
settlement of all the immense stretch of ter- 
ritory that lies in the Upper Mississippi Val- 
ley and beyond it on the west. , it has grown 
as that grew, and rendered possible the devel- 
opment of the seaboard cities, which but for 
it wculd have been little better than small 
trading ports. So Chicago was fittingly 
chosen as the most appropriate place in whiéh 
to hold the great World’s Fair celebrating the 
discovery of the contineut and exhibiting what 
has been achieved as the consequences of that 
step in human progress. And no one‘need doubt 
that the city will do honor to the choice, fully 
vindicating its wisdom and worthily setting 
forth to the people of the Old Worid an 
epitome of the marvelous history made in the 
course of four centuries on this continent. 
The visitors will find here many evidences of 
incompleteness, proofs that the city has not

They can have 
it if the tunnel is utilized, that is to say, if the 
city authorities will exert themselves. 


BOSTON AND OUR BIG TELESCOPE. 

Some of the Boston papers are trying to 
make merry over the big telescope promised 
Chicago by the munificence of Mr. Yerkes, 
their remarks suggesting a feeling of jealousy, 
as it is well known Cambridge has long been 
desirous to own the 40-inch glass which some 
people say will be taken by Chicago unless 
something still better can be secured. The 
Boston Globe descants sarcastically at “ the 
disadvantages inseparable from the smoky 
atmosphere of the Lake City,’’ but says in 
spite of that the new instrument may be 
trusted to wrest many a secret now hidden in 
the depths of the starry heavens. 

The Globe may be reminded that the atmos- 
phere of Jackson Park and vicinity, on the 
lake shore, is as pure andi smokeless as any 
that Boston can boast, or any other place in 
that part of New England. Jackson Park is 


| situated four or five miles north of the smoke 


of the Calumet region. On the other hand it 
is six toeight or ten miles south from the 
smoke of the business districts and the river 
precincts, where fumescent processes are 
most active. The location of the World’s 
Fair, as well as that proposed for the great 
telescope, is far away from the smoke- 
making districts. Its air is pure and 
clue skies are the prevalent condition. 
Boston and ail the East shore of Massachu- 
setts are afflicted with dense fogs that ob- 
scure the view of everything on the earth 
and in the heavens, while fogs are rare on the 
borders of Lake Michigan both in the night 
and day time. It should also be remembered 
that the household coal consumers for miles 
around Jackson Park use anthracite coal ex- 
clusively, and we are promised soon the in- 
troduction of natural. gas from Indiana, 
which will do away with considerable quan- 
tities of smoke all over the South Division 
and wherever else the natural gas supply 1 
extended. 

Then Chicago is reducing in other ways the 
quantity of smoke emitted, and by the time 
the big telescope is ready for mounting will 
have abated much of the smoke nuisance now 
complained of. Chicago has discovered the 
merits of the down-draft system of com- 
bustion;—Dby which soft coal can be con- 
Sumed with the production of no more 


smoke than is now eritted by the burning of 


anthracite or coke. In afew years from 
now every furnace and boiler in the city will 
have adopted the down-draft principle for the 
sake of the saving 1n fuel it accomplishes, in- 
dependently of the question of comfort and 
convenience to the community. The smoke 
nuisance will be abolished as amatter of 
economy to fuel users, the appeal to their 
pockets being efficient if sanitary considera- 


' tions do not prevail to prevent it. 


Auother Boston paper, the Traveller, says 
all that Chicago needs to make her happy 
for twenty-tour 
learn she is to have the biggest *‘ something ”’ 
in the world. And it says the city is happy to- 
day over the promise of a big telescope, pre- 
sumably hinting that a few days hence it will 
be rejoicing over something else. Well, why 
should not the ‘greatest Aimerican city of the 
near future, and beyond all compare the most 
enterprising and prosperous of the present, have 
the most powerful telescope for the greatest of 
all American universities? ‘To have it so will 
only be in accord with the eternal fitness of 
things which has millions of times been dem- 
onstrated in nature and exemplitied 1n art. 
Let the Traveller summon patience and resig- 
nation to the fact that Ghicago is bound to 
surpass Boston in many other respects than in 
the volume of bank clearings. Chicago has 
got to increase whether it be the lot of Boston 
to decrease or ‘not. | 
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WAGES AND CAPITAL. 
The census figures for the year ending with 


June, 1890, show that 203,108 workers were 
employed in the various manufacturing proc- 
esses in Chicago, to whom was paid an aggre- 
gate of $119,146,357 in wages. The cost of 
material used was 387 millions, and the value 
of the product at the place of manufacture 
632 million dollars. The difference between 
these figures is 136 millions to the account of 
the employer and has to be drawn upon for 
rent, taxes, and insurance, interest on the 
plant, expenses of wear and tear, interest on 
the money capital needed to carry the prop- 
erty between the time of its purchaseas raw 
material and that of selling itas finished 
goods and to pay wages, besides the meeting 
of other expenses which may be classed as 
miscellaneous. What remains after these, 
and loss from bad debts, is profit to the em- 
ployer, 

Only a small portion of the 50 cents oa the 
dollar that is withheld from the worker goes 
to the employer as his profit. Nearly all the 
rest is paym2nt for past labor that would not 
have been employed in the production but for 
tne hope that the men who paid for it would 
be able to sell at a profit the products of that 
labor to others who wanted to use them in 
other processes of manufacture. And these 
are essential to the work. Without them the 
worker couid not operate to advantage. His 
labor would not be sufficiently productive in 
many cases and in others could not be per- 
formed at all. “A man cannot work with- 
out tools.’’ The humblest tool is capital, 
accumulated from the results of labor 
in the past, and more complicated ma- 
chinery is the same in kind, 
differing vastly im degree from the 
shovel and pick, the hammer and the hoe 
with which the humbler class of men work- 


‘ers gain a living. In many processes of man- 


ufacture the coat of the buildings occupied, 
amd of the machinery and other appliances 
used, far exceeds the value of the annual vut- 
put, and for the average it is much more than 
half. All of it is the result of labor previously 
paid for by employers, whio are just as much 
entitled to receive pay for it as is the store- 
keeper to sell tor money the bread, meat, and 
clothing which have been produced by past

labor and bouglit by him for sale to workers 
of the present, The capital in machinery and 
that in food, clothing, and house room are 
equally névessary to the ‘worker, as without 
the first he could not earn money to buy a 
sufficient quantity of the other. 

Furthermore, the groater the iuvestment in 
machinery, ete., for the use of the human 
toiler the greater is his productivity. The 
employer can thus afford to pay him better 


‘wages and at the same time tosell the pro- 


ceeds of his toil for less money than it would 
be necessary tocharge for the outcome of 
rude processes necessitated by the want of 
enough capital to command the more efficient 
plant, Thus the investment of capital in 
machinery and buildings in which to operate 
it is a direct benefit tothe worker himself 
and to the community of which he forms a 
part, in addition to the important fact that 
many of those workers would not be em- 
ployed at all but for a reasonable certainty on 
the part of the employer that the product of 
their labor coule be remuneratively used as 
fresh capital for the more profitable employ- 
ment of otner tailers.

HOW TO VOTE THE AUSTRALIAN TICKET. 

Taz Tripune gave its readers last Monday 
an idea of the looks of the official ballot 
which will be handed them on election day 
throughout Illinois, and with which they, 
armed with a lead pencil, will hoid sweet com- 
munion. No troubles beset the path of the 
man who wishes to vote a straight ticket. All 
he has todo is to mark an “x” in the big O 
against the name of the party he belongs to. 
But if he is a Kepublican and wishes to vote 
for one or two of the Democratic candidates 
for Cook’s Superior Court Judge, for instance, 
he must be careful or he will fait to be counted 
for any Republican candidate for that office. 

If he will look at the ticket as printed by 
this paper last Monday he will see that there 
are six Superior Court Judgeships to be filled. 
If he puts an “x”’ against the word “ Repub- 
lican’’ at the top of the ticket, and does no 
more marking, he will be counted for all six 
Superior Court Republican candidates. But 


‘if after having made that mark he puts an 


“x” against the name of one of the Demo- 
cratic candidates—Mr. Stein, for instance— 
and does no more marking, the judges of 
election will count him as having voted for 
Stein only and for ny other Superior Court 
candidate, Republican or Democratic. Because 
while the name of Mr. Ball, Republican, is 
opposite that of Mr. Stein, the judges cannot 
assume that he was the Republican candidate 
the voter did not want to vote for. They can- 
not tell for which one of the six he meant 
to substitute Mr, Stein. He will seem to 
have attempted to vote for seven men when 
he had a right to vote for only six, and he can 
be counted merely for the one man it is cer- 
tain he tavored. What the voter should do in 
case he wants to vote for one Democrat is to 
mark the names of the five Republicans he 


wishes to support, and then his vote will be . 


correctly understood and tallied. What is said 

about these Judges applies to every other office 

where more than one man is to be elected. 

It applies with great force to the nominees for 

County Commissioner, of whom there are ten 

to be voted for in the city. As the Repub-~ 
licans are far superior to their opponents in 

capabriity and suitability the proper thing to 

do is to vote straight for the ten. 
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BURN THE CITY’S GARBAGE. 

The city officials and Finance committee 
who have taken charge of the crematory plan 
for disposing of garbage in Chicago are mak- 
ing poor headway. They were practically idle 
for months, though with sufficient funds rest- 
ing to their credit for that purpose, and the 
late attempt to erect 4 crematory at the foot 
of Blackhawk street is blocked for the time 
being by the senseless order rushed through 
the Council last Monday at the instance of 
Ald. Kunz. The Mayor ought to emphasize 
as much as possible his disapproval of this 
obstructionist attempt at legislation by veto- 
ing it sharply and letting the Council 
see he does not intend to have 
any fooling with this vitally important meas- 
ure for sanitary reform, In the meantime it 
may be in order to ask if the authorities 
ought not to make a radical change in their 
plans. They have asked the contractors to do 
something on terms which only one of them 
has shown a disposition toundertake. It looks 
as if some other terms must be proposed to 
them. Otherwise, if the whole business does 


not die out from neglect, the crematory pro- | 


vision will be lamentably inadequate to the 
need for it, and the city itself continue to be 
made dumping ground for filth in the most 
primeval and barbarous fashion, 

Probably the best thing they could do would 
be to offer to contract to supply a stated num- 
ber of tons of garbage per day fora certain 
term of years, first taking measures to have 
ashes separated therefrom and to pay a named 
sum per ton for its cremation. Then the 
builders of crematories could go to work con- 
fidently, if they have faith in their plans, and 
the city would be safe from loss, as it would 
not have to pay for the treatment of a single 
pound of the stuff that was not burned up. 
Che owners of the crematories would thus 
have the strongest possible stimulus for keep- 
ing at work and doing weil what they under- 
took, since they would not be paid otherwise. 
The city might then be kept clean without in- 
vesting any money in experimental furnaces, 
and it does not appear probable it will ever be 
accomplished in any other way. 

The city ought to have burned up all the 


garbage and the manure that cannot be sold 


in bales to the farmers. If the stable refuse 
cannot be well handled in the latter way it 
too should be burned up as the only effectual 
method remaining for disposal of it, Citi- 
zens should be required, under penalty, to 
keep separate the stuff for ‘burning and the 
ashes to be used for filling, and a proper po- 


lice oversight exercised to keep them in the 


line: of saziitary duty. 
The people of Chicago owe it to themselves, 


} as a sanitary duty, to insist on this reform be- 


ing pushed through speedily. They have an- 
other duty devolving upon them as the col- 
lective host of the multitudes who will come 
here from all parts of the earth to attend the 
great Fair. They ought to be able to show 
those visitors the best and most efficient 
method of destroying the daily gatherings of 
decaying organic matter ina large city, ex- 
hibiting the operation of scientific sanitary 
means for solving one of the most important 
and most vexed problems of municipal life. 
They ought to take a pride in letting the vis- 
itors know that in this, asin some other re- 
spects, we have invited them to a model city, 
one the example of which can be cupied by 
many others as a great step forward in the 
processes of inodern civilization. 

Qur municipal authorities must take this 
higher view of the matter. They cannot 
afford that the reputation of the city shali 
suffer at their hands by a.lonzger dallying and 
shallying with the subject. They ought to 
take hold of it with an energy that will partly 
atone for past neglect and apathy. It ws 
a thousand shames that the brilliant weather 
of the last few weeks has been dllowed to 
pass without an improvement of ite opportuni- 
ties for destroying gar by fire. By this 
time half a dozen crematories ought to have 
been erected and at work burning up the ac- 
cumulating garbage of the city. It 1s not too 
late to undertake the work and have it in 
successful operation before the opening of the 
Fair. If they will not thus take hold a 
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upon them by some pyres malian . 
tions that have been formed at various times 
with the ostensible object of benefiting the 


‘taxpayers, What have these associations, ex- 
cept that for abolishing the smoke nuisance, 
been doing in the last few months? The Munic- 
ipal Order League has tried to. make itself 
heard in the demand for sanitary reform, but 


the garbage remains unconsumed, The other 


organizations ought to waken up or disbana, | 
with a tacit confession that they had long 
since survived their usefulness and should no 
longer incumber the city with their how-not- 
to-do-it methods. 


PALMER SNEERING AT THE PENSIONERS. 

Senator Palmer told the citizens of Union 
County the other day that their industral con- 
dition and that of the residents of other por- 
tions of this State, and of the North generally, 
“*would be as deplorable as that of the South 
were it not for the distribution of pensions,”’ 
the sum disbursed in Illinois amounting to 
about $8,000,000, 

Does the Senator mean that the prosperity 

of this city, whose manufactured products 
two years ago were valucd at $632,000,000, 
would fade away were it not for the yearly 
disbursement of eight million dollars to Iili- 
nois pensioners? The people of this State— 
and of the North generally—have had the im- 
pression that the fact that their induatrial 
condition was better than that of the South 
was due largely to their own energy and activ- 
ity, to their greater diversity of industries, to 
raising more foodstuffs, to employimg more 
steam-power and machinery than their 
Southern brethren and being more pro- 
gressive and enterprising. 
if Senator Palmer wished them fo under- 
stand that their more fortunate condition is 
not due to their own merit and enlightened 
efforts, and that ifthe greater part of the 
pension appropriation were disbursed at the 
South that region would flourish and the 
North decay. 

Or, it may be that the Senator wished to be 
understood as regretting the large appropria- 
tions for pensions to Union veterans and their 
widows, It may seem a dreadful thing to his 
economic and quasi-Southern mind that eight 
million dollars should be paid out yearly in 
Illinois to old Union soldiers. It may be his 
impression, on reflection, that they did not 
earn that’ muchin fighting, marching, and 
suffering for the Union, and thatif their pen- 
sions were cut down ahalf there would-be 
more money for a Democratic, House of Rep- 
resentatives to expend on Southern rivers and 
harbors and levees to keep flood-water off 
their cotton fields. 

It is certain that the Senator does not take 
much interest in the old Union veterans at 
present. He was in Washington at the last 
meeting of the Grand Army, but he went 
there as a spy rather than as a Union soldier. 
Indeed, there is net one of the Northern Dem- 


erce who has a kindly feeling for the old 
Union soldiers, All of them think they are 
getting too much money and would be glad to 
see their pensions cut down. . The Confederate 
South feels strongly on this point, and if it 
were in power would slash the pensions to 
pieces, and of course the Northern Democratic 
politicians sympathize with Southern hatreds. 

Under these circumstances there is nothing 
to induce the Union veterans to vote for 
Cleveland, the vetoer of pension bills, or for 
Adlai Stevenson, the Elector on the Demo- 
cratic anti-Union war ticket in 1864, If 
enough Adlais had been chosen then to make 
a majority of the Electors Lincoln would have 
been defeated, the war for the Union would 
have ended straightway, and the inde- 
pendence of the South would have been ac- 
knowledged. Then there would have been no 
pensions, The disabled soldiers and soldiers’ 
widows would have had to get along the best 
they could. With Cleveland and Stevenson 
and the Solid South running things in 1898 
the pensioners will have to look out for their 
interests, . 


——— 


FOLLY OF A STRIKE. 

Last January 900 Milwaukee tanners, who 
had regular work and were getting fair pay, 
asked for higher wages. The employers said 
that in view of the’ price for which their 
leather sold they could not afford to give 
more. The men, not believing them, quit 
work. it meant for them a loss of wages. It 
meant for their employers an interference 
with their business, a difficulty about filling 
contracts, and a loss of profits. But in the 
course of time they were able to find 
other men who were glad to work 
for the wages the old employés had 
rejected, and since then the tanneries have 
been turning aut leather as usual. In the 
meanwhile the Btrikers were loafing around 
waiting for thetanners to give in and earn- 
ing nothing. They lived off the donations of 
other unions while they lasted and then they 
ran into debt to landlords and grocers and 
other -storekeepers. After they had used up 
what they had saved they became practically 
a charge on the community, supported by pri- 
vate charity. Their loss of wages is not much 
less than half a million dollars, ; 

At last, after nine months’ fighting against 
manifest destiny, the Executive committee 
has “declared the strike off’? and said that 
the men may return towork. An “ Executive 
committee’’ announces to American citizens 
that they have its consent to work to support 
their families and pay their debts. The places 
they threw away are filled, with few excep- 
tions, and employers refuse to dismiss the men 
they have and replace them with persons de- 
moralized by nearly a year of idleness. 

The men who went out on a strike will have 
a hard time of it before they ail get jobs 
again. But why did they stay out so long? 
What excuse had they for holding out from 
January to October, when they must have 
seen in February or March that the game was 
up? Probably their salaried officers told them 
that if they would stick it out they would win, 
and they believed them. Now they seo the 
outcome of their folly. 


THE ILLOGICAL FEDERATION OF LABOR. 

The last act of the State Federation of La- 
bor, which has been in session at Ottawa, 
was to pass some resolutions embodying those 
false charges which have been made against 
Gov. Fifer by Mr. Altgeld in regard to the 
penitentiary, and also a resolution demanding 
that “the barriers placed about trade and 
commerce by the National Government be re- 
moved,’’. 

Those barriers are the duties which prevent 
the free importation of the competitive prod- 
ucts made hy the cheap labor of Europe and 
those laws which forbid ‘altogether the im- 
portation of the products of the penitentiary 
labor of other countries. In the same breath 
that they howl for the removal of these bar- 
riers, which have kept them from being ovor- 
whelmed and crushed out by the cheap labor 
vf millions of Europeans, these absurd men 
clamor for the building of stronger barriers 
to protect them from the competition of a 
few hundred convices at Joliet, who could not 
make as large a quantity of the articles con- 
sumed in Illinois, were they to work day and 
night through an entire year, as the laborers 
of Europe could turn out in five minutes. 

When the officers of the Federation groan 
over the competition of a handful of convict 
laborers and welcome free trade with Europe

One of the showy woodiand composite is 
the white-flowered enpatorium, and still an- 
other is the tail-growing, bright-colored this- 
tle, the flower of the Scotchman. 

Few of our composita, however, have a 
more cheerfal, light-hearted air about them 
then the relatives of the sunflower, and three 
are with us now in full perfection, rearing 
their sunshiny faces over every copse and 
thicket. Two are kinsmen of the * Black- 
Eyed Susan,” that illumines the July mead- 
ows. They are Rudbeckia laciniata and R. 
subtomentosa. The third is the garden sun- 
flower’s first cousin, Helianthus giganteus, 
And if any one should doubt the right of this 
to be called ** Helianthas,”’ “flower of the 
sun,”’ let him count the number of heads that 
are sunward turned, and then count the 
others. The title will be established. 

' Another genus that adorns the borders of 
_ the woods with its delicately rose-tinted heads 
of bloom isthe Prenanthes, so cailed from the 
| Greek for‘ drooping blossom.’’ One species, 


raceme-like along its tall growing stem. The 
other, common hereabout, is Prenanthes alba, 
‘the rattlesnake foot. Its stem is branched 
toward thé summit, and bears upon the 
branches gracefully drooping heads. A tall 
and vigorous plant of this, with blussom-heads 
fully expanded, is peculiarly beautiful and 
graceful. 
‘Thé prairies add one other type that cannot 
be nnd sory the Liatris, the bold, erect com- 
posite that shéots up its vivid purplish red 
spikes over every stretch of open field, blazing 
far and wide in.the sunshine. Two species vie 
with each other in show ness and vigor, 
7 with close-packed solid spikes of 
bloom, and L. scariosa with looser longer 
spikes and larger heads. Still athird, although 
. low-growing, rivals the others in brilliancy of 
color, the little ‘* blazmg star,’’ L. cylindracea, 
hus the autumn Gy us some treasured 
ainiiy of composite, 
all of them seeming to us in perfect sympathy 
and harmony with the season. But turning 
from the bright-hued goldenrod and asters 
and Liatrises we must take one short glance 
at a little plant hidden away in the grass at 
their feet. Something far different it is from 
all the others, and almost seeming out of 
place among them, a relic of spring. It is 
the latest of its race, an autumpal orchid, the 
last of its kin te send up its blossom-stalks. 
From a little bunch of tuberous roots shoots 
up a slender sparingly leafy stem, termuinat- 
ing in a three-ranked, close-flowered spike 
several inches long. The apike, too, is twisted 
spirally, and from this the flower takes its 
name, Speiranthes, fro:n the Greek for “a 
coil’? and ‘a flower.” Our eommon 
species is S.. cemna. The little perianth 
is white and waxy and the margin of the nar- 
row “lip” is ctisp ahd wavy. But what is 
especially reitiatkable is a strong, delightful 
fragrance, a characteristic rare in orchids, 
and one which here much more than compen- 
sates for lack of showiness. At least, there’s 
something gratifying in finding the last of the 
regal orchid family one of the sweetest of 


all, 

So it is the world of wi'd flowers contrib- 
utes to the autumn’s closing days, and surely 
in so bountiful a contribution each one, be 
his tastes or fancies what they may, can find 
some feature that appeals to the esthetic or 
the intellectual in his soul.

This is one.reason which makes the Monad- 
nock so dignified and beautiful.

This building is, of course, as 
strictly an office building as if the theater was 
located ten blocks away. But, containing a the- 
ater, it iseminently appropriate that the festal 
character of the structure be exhibited in some 
manner. This the architects have cleverly done 
by means of the balcony and the beautiful bel- 
vedere on the tower, which, though not visible 
from the street directly in front of the theater, 
is nevertheless an integral part of the design. 
It was clearly impossible to do more than 
this, and certainly the elaborately decorated 
baleony, placed on.a front otherwise without 
decorative elements, at once suggests the festal 
nature of an important part of the building. 
- Prevailing Characteristics. 

The prevailing characteristic of Chicago 
business architecture is-the piain open use of 
downright cOmmon sense. And in this re- 
spect it possesses many superiorities to the 
average architecture of New York office build- 
ings. Chicago isa new city and its people 
are less hampered by tradition and traditional 
uses than in older communities. Given con- 
ditions which would normally result in plain 
structures, its architects have not been afraid 
to treat them in that mannere They have 
aimned in presenting structures in which pro- 
portion has a chance to show its value rather 
than those in which variety and ornament and 
detail predominate. 

And the public needs to be educated to an 
appreciation of this point. It is altogether 
wrong to measure the architecture of a build- 
ing by the amount of ornament placed upon 
it. The temples of ancient Egypt were over- 
laid with an elaborate ornamentation which 
extended over every inch”of surface ahd per- 
vaded every part. Yet no one pretends that a 
similar amount and similarly applied would 
have added an iota of beauty to a Greek 
temple hke the Parthenon. Each had its owr. 
style which it employed in its own way, and 
each was successful according to the strict- 
ness with which this program was followed. 
Architecture is not ornament, nor decoration, 
and hence even though the outline of Chicago’s 
great office buildings be that of a dry goods box 
it must be remembered that every cube or par- 
allelopiped, by reason of its shape, bears a gen- 
eral family likeness to that useful receptacie. 
But here the resemblance ceases. A dry goods 
box may. by the addition of a certain amount 
and quality of ornament, be changed into a 
beautiful ornamental chest. All the ornament 
in the world, no matter how applied, will not 
make the Chicago office building a whit more 
useful, nor will it bring to its owners a penny 
more of income. 

These two things are the fundamental ele- 
rients in modern architecture. The world 
has long since ceased to erect structures which 
may be termed beautiful and ornamental 
only, such as the palaces of European sover- 
eigns. There has been an epoch of palaces, 
just as before that there had been an epoch of 
churches. We are living in an epoch of com- 
mercial structures, and the more closely our 
buildings follow the conditions imposed by 
commercial life the better architecture they 
ate and the better reasons we have for being 
satisfied with them. We may regret, it is 
possible, the predominance of commercial 
elements in art matters, but it is folly to ig- 
nore so evident and so pressing a condition. 

Will Vindicate the Architects, 


The World’s Columbian Exposition will do 
much for the country and much for the City 
of Chicago, but it will accomplish a. greater 
good than making known to all the world the 
genuine merits of Chicago City architecture. 
Asa writer in one of the popular magazines 
recently said the main exhibit is the city it- 
self. The Eastern traveler who undertakes 
the wearisome journey across the country to 
Chicago next year will find much to startle 
and interest him, but he will find more of in- 
terest if he will bring his mindto a compre- 
hension of the real problems placed béfore 
Chicago architects, and’ then studies their in- 
terpretation ir the light of this comprehension. 
On economic grounds the high building has 
much to commend it, because it represents 
the fullest utilization of the land. .Notwith- 
standing the measures the chief cities are tak- 
ing to limit their height, they will doubtiess 
always keep up to the limit allowed by law. 
They are the outgrowth of modern conditions 
and will remain with us so long as modern 
life maintains its present tendencies. — 

Such being the case if is impossible to 
repress gratification that the lead in this 
movement has been taken by so intelligent a 

roup of men_ as the architects of Chicago.

First Appearance of the Corkscrew Whirl 
in the Ballet of “Ali Baba.” 

Terpsichoréan fever is epidemic in thw 
country just now, and as there is no quaran- 
tine against foreign varieties the plague is’on 
the increase. For theatrical managers, quick 
to take advantage of the public’s suscepti- 
bility to it, are importing from dance-stricken 
Europe cases of the most prunounced kind 
every day. Every notable change has been

already rung upon the skirt dance, the Car- 
mencita wriggle, the serpentine dance, and 
the Boom-de-ay kick, and Chicago each sum- 
mer has hai its fill of the classic ballet in the 
various productions of the Chicago ( _- 
House. This season in “Ali Baba’ Man- 
ager David Henderson has presented in his 
Jewel balict supposedly correct types of the 
dances of the Oiclens, and now he is going to 
introduce us to something in the way of 
rhythmic motion that certainly has the ap- 
pearance of novelty. Sunday night Sig. 
Alfredo Biancifiori wade his first appear- 
ance in the ballets of *‘Ah Baba.” The 
Signor is particularly famous for his “‘cork- 
screw whirl,’’ an elaboration of the ordinary 
premiére danseuse’s pirouette, the remarka- 
ble feature of. which appears to be that the 
dancer rforms fifty or more circumvolu- 
tions without losing his head. 

Sig. Biancifiori is muscular looking, with 
great breadth of chest, a magnificently poised 
. head, a very sallow complexion, and hair of 
inky blackness. In Europe he‘ has a great 
reputation as a dancer, but his only perform- 
ances in this country have been in the open 
air entertainment, **In Egypt Through Cen- 
turies,’’ «hich has been running at El! Dorado, 
New York City, during the summer. He came 
direct to this country fresn from London, 
where he was a feature of the performance of 
“Temptation ’’ at the Alhambra Theater. An 
idea of the dancer’s success abroad may be 
obtained from the opinions of the London 
papers. The Times says of him that he was 
awarded the prize of honor for dancing, and 
that he is the greatest male dancer ever seen 
in London. The London Telegraph, News, 
St. James Gazette, and other dailies compli- 
ment him on creating a novel and artistic 
variety of the dance. 

Biancifiori yesterday related, by the kind 
interpretation of the maitre de ballet of the 
-American Extravaganza company. Sig. Mar- 
chetti, what he had done and how he came to 
be upon the stage. He was born in Rome 
twenty-two years ago. His father and mother 
were both celebrated dancers, and his father 
is now master of the ballet at Brescia. His 
taother, as Adelina Lami, was known in her 
day as one of the greatest prima ballerina of 


taly. 

When 6 years of: age Biancifiori showed an 
aptness and fondness for dancing, and at 16 
was already renowned in Italy. He has danced 
in all the principal cities of his own country, 


once, during the Exposition, at the Eden 
Theater, Paris.... In. Copenhagen he appeared 
for three seasons at the ThéAtre la Bourse, and 
subsequently went to the Alhambra, London, 
whence he came to America. 

Besides Biancifiori’s wonderful pirouette he 
has another acconiplishment, which he calls 
le tour de pise. In this extraordinary strength 
is called for besides grace and skill. His head 
is sometimes not more than three feet from 
the floor as he goes revolving with one foot 
upon the stage and the other ir the air.

All American 
citizens should buy American-made goods, thus 
encouraging home consumption of homo pro- 
duction. It would be far better to have the 
skilled foreign mechanic come to the United 
States, to be clothed, housed, and fed, than to 
buy the product of his labor from abroad. lam 
only 4 consumer, and yet for the good of. my fel- 
lowman and American citizen, 1am willing that 
all should have work at big wages and let the 
supply and demand regulate the prices...

All the cost and toil of 
transporting to foreign countries food products 
and the return toil of bringing here manufact- 
ured products could be utilized in various pro- 
ductive ways, either shortening the hours of labor 
or in producing better for the consumer. 
The toil of the middleman or transportation com- 
pany adds nothing to the fineness or durability of 
acoat,and the wheat transported 3,000 to 5,000 
miles will make no more or better bread than at 
the factory adjoining the farm. L. CASE. 
[If the correspondent is. a regular reader of 
this paper he must be aware that the points made 
by him have been repeatedly made by it. THe 
TRIBUNE has always held that whatever can bé 
made in this country with the expenditure of the 
same number of hours of toil that are required 
for an equal amount of production abroad should 
be made in this country. and it is stupid folly to 
import it.

THREE FAULTY CRUISERS. 


Trouble Experiénced with the Yorktown 
~ Class—Conning Tower No Goad, 

Wasurxeros, D. ©. Oct. 10.—Reports have 
reached naval men in this city in the last two days 
concerning the cruising qualities of the new United 
States cruisers Concord and Bennington, which 
are deomed by officers of daty here as anything 
but satisfactoty. “To make matters worse, there 
appears to be no relief from the faulty construc- 
tion which hag entered into these ships. 

The reports which have just come from Carta- 
géna, where the Concord was prior to her voyage 
to Colon, state that the temper ature in the for- 
ward fireroom registers normally 166° Fahrenheit 
when steaming. This intense heat,.it is stated, 

is due ta defective -ventilation, caused mainly by 
the presence of the bridge and conning 
tower over the forward hatehway. On board 
the Concord the engineer officers have found 
the gredtest difficulty in keeping the men 
at their posts at the forw furnaces, : In their 
endeavor to find relief the firemen in that part of 
the ship invariably huddie between the. boilérs, 
this being the only position in the forward fire- 
room where the least bit of air is obtainable. In 
consequence of the physical strain enforced 
aboard the Concord several of that ‘vessel's fire- 
men and coal passers have from time to time 
been seit to the Brooklyn Nava! Hospital, while a 
greater number has deserted. 

At the outset it was clear to the Concord’s en- 
gineer officer that none but young and very fresh 
men could stand the forward fireroom, and all 
the men sett home to the hospital have been 
from among those who were deemed. the arene 
est. In the last’ week Chief Engineer Rebert B. 
Hine of the Concord has been sent home, the 
strain on this officer for the last six mouths hav- 

brought on nervous prostration. 
he Concord and the Benningtou have forced 


tem. The Yorktown, the prototype of the class 
in quence in this ceuntry, has forced draft 
on the closed fire-room system. All three ships 
possess the same general structural arrangements 
yet the complaints oan the Concord and 
the Bennington .are not heard to any- 
thing like the same extent on the York- 
town. ‘The engines of the Concord and Hen- 
ningten were designed under the orders of Com- 
modore George Meiville, Chief of the 
Bureau of Steam Engineering of the Navy 
artment, and are deemed to be among the very 
et these 


Navy officers declare t the present instance 
of tLe.-Coneord is an object lesson of the hurt 
that can be done by cramping the quarters of the 
engineer's department. If, they say, the engines 
are to be expected:to develop and maintain high 
speed, then they must have plenty of elbow room, 
and this elbow room is areeneey neodag in the 
shape of plenty of space for the boilers and fur- 
naces. 

Aboard the Concord and her sister ships offi- 
cers are asking each other the real utility of the 
conning or fighting tower which graces the fore- 
eastle deck, Certainly. nothing can be seen from 
inside when the six-inch guns ate in action. the 
smoke from these pieces effectually blinding the 
narrow open slits of the towér.. If, it is asked, 
the tower was simply built to protect the com- 
manding officer from small-arm fire, why not get 
behind a beef barrel? -The conning tower is not 
proof against.a Hotchkiss six-pounder rapid-fire 
gun, and as & mere protection against rifle bul- 
lets it is a pretty expensive covering for a Captain 
and a Quartermaster. 

The statement is made with emphasis that there 
is hardly an officer of experience who has done 
service on the Yorktown class of ships who does 
not deprecate the reduction of sail on tnese ves- 
sels. The engineer officers particularly denounce 
the policy which permitted any, such reduction. 
and it must be borne in mind that no class of offi- 
cers aboard ship recognizes 80 forcibly as do the 
éfigineers the vaitie ot a pound of coal. A report- 
er bas been informed by Chief Engineer Albert 
W. Morley. chief engineer of the Dolphin during 

vesesl’s cruise around the world, that noth- 


enabled the Dolphin to make Yokohama in the 
run from Honolila. 

_ “@We entered Yokohama,” said Mr. Morley, 
“with sixteen tons of coal in the bunkers.”’ 

The 'experienee with’ the Concord in the run 
last spring from. Rio de“Janeiro to the West 
Indies is vividly impressed upon the minds of 
her officers. The Concord was in company with 
the Philadelphia, and but for the presence of 
that cruiser-and her: ability to transfer coal] the 
Concord would have been a helpless craft, so 
far as ber engines were concerned, Awnings, 
boat sails, and every possible bit of canvas ob- 
tainable aboard weré rigged up in the endeavor 
to give the ship some sail assistance. Under such 
conditions afew square sdils ag the foremast, 
say a foresail, foretopsail, and foretopgallant aii, 
would have afforded inealcniable service. In time 
of war it might mean the life of tho ship, her 
escape, perhaps, from pursuit or arrival in time 
at a destination wherd delay might result in na- 
tional disaster.

The tubes afford a 
miserably poor means of. communication. At 
jeast one cugineer officer has declared that he has 
never been abie to hear orders passed down the 
“Concord’s ‘tubes when underway. Officers of ex- 
perience know eh, gy | what such a condition 
of affairs may result in time of action. 

In addition ta what has been said above. the 
conseusus of opinion is to the effect tnat the Con- 
cord and her sistersare by far teo crowded. Each 
of the three ships is carrying a crew numbering 
aboat 185. The cramped character of the quar- 
ters is particularly noticeable under the top-gal- 
lant forecastie, i se are the sanitary arrange- 
ments of the vessel. Fortunately, the good care 
exercised by the Captains and their medieal offi- 
cers has kept away much sickness. In hot cli- 
mates, where long stays may be found necessary, 
such good fortune cannot always be counted upon. 

Phere is no question as to the stanclness and 
seaworthy qualities of the Concord classe of ships. 
They are wet and uncomfortable craft in a sea 
way, but for all that the experience had with 
the Yorktown in the Nerth Atiantic and 
the Bennington off the coast of Brazil, during ex- 
} ceptionally heavy wéather. shows what good sea- 
manship can accomplish with these same cruisers. 
What is apparent are defects which should not 
creep into vessels hereafter, and it is safe 
pees that Commodore Wilson's bureau, whic 
as charge of construction and repair, can be de- 

nded upon in this respect. As it is, the condi- 
ion of affairs now existing aboard the Concord 
and her sisters is not likely to make them popular 
in the navy gs vessels in which to doe three 
yoars’ cruise.

The pendentive domes of the Liberal Arts. 
Building are the first in this country which have 
been decorated with figures. As they aro the first 
decorative paintings of the Exposition which are 
¢ t® be brought prominently to public notice a 
short history and description of them may not be 
out of place. 
- First of all honor is due F. D. Muller, the Su- 
perintendent of Decoration and Color, who con- 
ceived the idea and by nis able management 
‘made it possible to give the work to the artists, 
and to the commission, which permitted him to 
carry out his: plans. Thee artists selected for the 
work are all men of reputation as painters, but 
decoration of this sort had never before been at- 
tempted by them. The are all men who possess 
ideas and are draftsmen and painters. It remained 
for them tostudy the requirements for a decora- 
tion on a large scale upon the curving surface ofa 
dome sixty feet from the ground and of: such a 
’ character that it might not conflict with the sur- 
rounding architecture. They entered bravely 
into the unexplored territory, and tne success of 
their efforts will soon be learned by the public. - 
with the two domes in the center of 
the north end of the building Walter Shirlaw has 
chosen for a motive “The Abundance of Land 
and Sea,” which is symbolized by four female 
figures representing Gold, Silver, Pearl, and } 
Coral, while an enormous cobweb in the center 
binds the composition together and adds. greatly 
to the decorative effect. The background is yel- 
low in tone, and the figures carry out asuggestion 
of the substances they represent in the colors of 
the draperies and their complexion. 

The dome at the opposite side of the north en- 

trance is the work of James Uarroll 
Beckwith, who has ¢hosen “ Electrivity Ap 
plied to Commerce” as a theme, “and in 
each of the pendentives is a female figure, one 
seated by a dynamo, another with a telephone re- 
ceiver at her ear and the ribbon of an indicator 
wrapped about her in graceful lines, a third holds 
an arc light, and the fourth represents the tele- [| 
graph. From the center ofthe dome, which is | 
gilded, flashes a thunderbolt, and the Spirit of 
Electricity, a flying figure with butterfly wings, 
receives the spark,which she transmits by wires to 
the other figures. 

At the east entrance Edward Simmons. has rep- 
resented by four boldly drawn male figures the 
workers in hemp, stone, wood, and iron, and these 
words appear upon escutcheons which with 
intertwining banderolles fill up'the central space 
of the blue snd. which forms a background for the

Next is the dome decorated by Kenyon Cox. 
Building Textiles, Ceramic and lIron-Work are 
pefsonified by standing female figures conceived 
and drawn with the dignity and fineness which 
Mr. Cox has so. often shown in his illustrations 
‘and paintings, in which a decorative quality is |_ 
aiways strongly felt. The figure representing 
lron-Work is especially imposing. 

At the southern entrance are the works of 
J. Alden Wier and Robert Reid. In the dome 
decorated by Mr. Wier is a beautiful color scheme 
of a strong blue background with the four female 
figures draped in stuffs of subdued and harmoni- 
ous colors, while above the center of each arch 
stands a nude boy. holding a plaque 
before ~ him. bearing the name of the 
art represented by the figures in the corners. 
Mr. Reid's appreciation of the reguirements of 
decorations of this kind is shown in the high key 
in which his dome is painted and the fact that 
the surface of the dome is everywhere felt, at the 

* game time'his figures are well drawn and fine in 
color. The figures representing Design, Orna- 
ment, Ironwork, and Textiles are seated on a seat 
encircling the dome just above the top of the 
arches, and kneeling figures of boys hold wreaths 
and palms above their heads. 

On “the western side of the building Charles 
Stanley Reinhart has represented ‘“ Pottery” by 
afigure decorating a vase; *‘ Embroidery” by a 
figure working on a frame from some flowers 
growing by her side; * Illustration and Illumina- 
tion’’ by a figure with a large volume in her lap | 
and othér books about her, and ‘“ Carving” by a | 
fourth figure with a small statue by her side. 

The eighth dome is that of Edwin H. Blashfield, 
whose four-winged figures show the different
